This deputy proved to the investigators 
that he had neither confirmed nor denied 
the reports put up to him by the reporter. 
The article was printed, however, and it 
wée correct in all essentials, so correct, in 
fact, that the taxpayer took umbrage and 
filed # complaint with the treasury de- 
partment.

Crime to Give Information, | 
Under the income tax law it is a crime 
for any government official to give out 
any information concerning the payment 
of a tax by any man. It i¢ not a crime, 
however, for any citizen to give out’ in- 
formation concerning his income. 

It is a violation of the law for 4 news- 
paper to publish information which it ob- 
tains from a government official, unless 
that information is given in a court of 
record in some contested case. But the 
department does not regard it as a crime 
for a newspaper to publish information 
given it by a taxpayer.

President Ripley of the Santa Fé, who 
began when a stripling of 23 yéars as a 
soliciting freight agent in Boston, backed 
up his theory in replying to the toasts 
delivered by railroad presidents, cha:rmen 
of boards of directors, bank presidents, 
express company heads, and leaders in 
industrial life at a celebration yesterday 
in honor of his seventieth birthday. 

The banquet was held at the Blackstone 
hotel, the guest list including several 
hundred conspicuous persone from all sec- 
tions of the country. 


Gives Credit to Wife. 

“ Before proceeding,” said President 
Ripley aa he arose to enunciate the theory 
that a “ self-made’’ man ‘s not the work 
of one man, “ I desire here to pay tribute 
of praise to her who joined her life to 
mine forty-four years ago and has since 
provided the comforts and the rest of a 
quiet home, who has twice accompanied 
me through the valley of the shadow 
of death, who has watched over me men- 
tally, morally, and physically, and who 
ie mainly responsible for such success as 
has been mine in conserving mind and 
body. I ask you, friends, to join me in 
drinking the health of my wife. 

“And, secondly, such success as has 
been mine has been due to those who have 
worked with me and than whom no more 
able and effic'ent men are in existence. No 
one man is of any possible consequence; 
no one Man can accomplish anything in a 
large way without loyal and enthusiastic 
support. This support I have now, and I 
always had in unstinted measure—the 
‘esprit de corps’ of the Santa F6 Iras be- 
come known, and I desire hére publicly to 
declare my appreciation of it and to thank 
not only those pregent but the great body 
of employés.” 


History of Santa Fe. 

President Ripley then went into the 
history of the Santa Fé, beginning nearly 
twenty years ago, when the road was just 
emerging from a disastrous receivership. 
Victor Morawetz of New York, now re- 
tired, who was the guiding hand in the 
reorganization, and who put Mr. Ripley 
in charge, wae present and praised for 
his past in the success. 

“Nearly twenty years ago,” said Mr. 
Ripley, “we began together what then 
appeared a somewhat doubtful struggle. 


We had 6,496 miles of road and not a mile 
of what today we would call good track. 
We had very little ballast, insufficient 
téertinals, Inferior power, mechanical ap- 
pliances, and our credit was not of the 
best. 

“ We earned in the first full fiscal year 
$30,000,000. In the last fiscal year we 
operated nearly 12,000 miles of track, 
most of which could be classified as first 
class, and we earned $117,000,000 gross. 
Our mileage has increased 72 per cent, 
our capitalization 61 per cent, and our 
earnings, 234 per cent.” 

Traces Ripley’s Life. 

Walker D. Hines, the toastmaster, and 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the bourd of directors, traced Mr. Ripley's 
career, beginning with the time when he 


;} worked in a wholesale dry goods house 


asacilerk. Mr. Ripley came to Chicago 
with the Burlington railroad, and after 
twenty years’ service rose through .the 
traffic department and into the operating 
end as general manager. From there he 
went to the Milwaukee road as vice pres- 
ident, until his appointment to the Santa 
Fe. ‘ 

Mr. Frank Trumbull, chairman of the 
board of diféctors of the M. K. & T. and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad, re- 
ferred to the difficulties of railroad opere- 
tion under so much duplication in state 
and federal regulation, arguing for uni- 
formity and consolidation.

The Baltimore 
and Ohic railroad alone gave an order 
last week for 62,500 tons of steel rails for 
fmmediate delivery. the Ohicago and 
Northwestern the week before placed com- 
tracts for 32.500 tons. 

Since Sept. 1 domestic rail orders have 
aggregated 600,000 tons, while in the last 
two weeks car builders have placed orders 
with Chicago, Pittsburgh, and eastern 
Pennsylvania mills for more than 15,000 
tons of steel bars, plates, shapes, and 
axies, and other orders are pending.

Some years ago the naval board, after mature con- 
sideration of our international wituation, recom- 
mended a continuous building program which by 
1920 would bring our navy up to forty-eight battle- 
ships. But congress has failed te follow the nava) 
board plan and we are far behind the program. 

This Secretary Daniels’ proposals do not correct, 
although the war has complicated our oroblems and 
undoubtedly greatly increased the naval] strength of 
both England and Germany. 

We have at this time seventeen dreadnaughts, 
built, building, and authorized. Secretary Daniels 
| proposes the building of sixteen more, which would 
give us thirty-three by 1920. The Scientific Ameri- 
can points out that if we strictly apply the rule for 
obsolete ships (twenty years) we shall have only 
of forty-one battleships in 1920 instead of forty-eight 
as the nava! board prcgram -provided. a 

The proposal for adding 8,000 men to the person- 
nel ig obviously inadequate, as the navy is now short 
18,000, te say nothing of a shortage according to 
expert judgment of officers of 1,000. The proposed 
increase of 250 more midshipmen to the academy is 
therefore a clear shirking of our urgent needs, leav- 
ing out the growth of the shortage through the build- 
ing of new ships. — , 

Secretary Daniels’ attitude toward personnel is 
typical of the stupid American fallacy that some- 
how we can get machinery to make war without 
men, and the whole program indicates a willingness 
to scrimp and shirk and compromise, which does not 
answer, we are confident, the mood of the American 
people at this time. 

Presented with a great flurry of figures and 
thumping of publicity drums, the Daniels plan 
should not deceive us into thinking we are to have 
& mavy adequate to our needs and perils unless con- 
gress is sufficiently awake to them to call upon the 
experts for a program based not on political com- 
promise but on a courageous consideration of actual 
conditions and requirements.

| THE SEA OFFERS NO BARRIER. 
_ {From the Illinois State Journal. ] 

Men who make light of the movement for de- 
fensive preparedness in the United States are 
given to asserting that the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans are @ barrier to invasion. 

Thinking military men deny this. For instance, 
Gen. Crozier, whose skill as an army officer has 
never been questioned, makes the following state- 
ment: 

“So far as transporting troops is concerned, the 
sea as a highway is not an obstacle, but a facility 
It is very much easier to get any number of 
troops across the Atlantic ocean than it would be 
to get the same number over anything like the 
same distance on land. 

“Marine transportation is the very best kind 
you can have; the easiest, least expensive, and 
most expeditious, if you are considering large 
bodies of troops and large amounts of materia). 
The fuel charge for transportation in good tramp 
steamers does not amount to one two-hundred- 
and-fiftieth part of a cent per ton per mile. The 
sea is a splendid means of transportation. 

“The distance is only ten days for a vessel of 
very moderate speed and you can carry a thou- 
sand men on a vessel of 3,000 tons capacity with- 
out any trouble. There are any number of vessels 
to be had, and there is no resistance on this side 
against a well equipped force of 100,000 men.”

In 
fact, she had helped to bring about Princess 
Clementine’s marriage, and always welcomed her 
with the utmost affection and cordiality at Wind- 
sor, at Balmoral, and at Osborn. - 
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At Princess Clementine’s instance Queen Vic- 
torla was at one moment about to confer the 
Order of the Garter upon Ferdinand, but at the 
last minute was prevented from putting her in- 
tentions into execution by the vigorous opposition 
of King Edward, then Prince of Wales, who in 
this instance was backed up by the late Lord 
Salisbury, who was premier at the time. -Ferdi- 
nand was aware of this, and although he was 
profuse in his manifestations of affection and re- 
gard for Edward during his lifetime, he gravely 
offended several members of the English royal 
family and, above all, the most devoted of the 
retainers of King Edward, by his openly callous 


| and unseemly behavior at the late king’s funeral. | 


Edward VII., like his brother-in-law, Alexan- 
der Ill. of Russia, considered Ferdinand as lamen- 
tably deficient in all the principles and ethics of 
a gentleman, with his utter disregard for the 
obligations of a pledged word, hie base ingrati- 
tude, his complete lack of every principle and 
scrupile, his almost insane predilection for. the 
crooked path, even when the straight one was the 
quickest and easiest to attain his goal, and his 
unmanly fondness for jewelry and for perfumery.

King Edward, who had an amazing knowledge 
of everything behind the ecenes in continental 
capitals, had some 
grounds for giving cre- 
dence to the stories ac- 
cording to which his 
cousin Ferdinand was 
implicated in the time- 
ly “removals,” other- 
wise the cowardly as- 
sassinations, of Pre- 
niers Petkoff and Stam .- 
boulo®, who balked 
some of his political 
designs, although it 
was to Stambouloff that 
Ferdinand owed his 
throne. There is no 
doubt that if King Ed- 
ward had lived he would\have been disposed to 
attach importance to the extremely circumstan- 
tial and plausible reports’ according to which 
Ferdinand was implicated in the assassination of 
King George of Greece at Saloniki in 1913. 

The murder of King George, who was not only 
the brother-in-law but also one of the most in- 
timate friends of Edward VIL, has always been 
shrouded in a good deal of mystery, as also has 
been the alleged suicide of the man who was ar- 
rested for the actual murder. But in the national 
legislature at Athens it has been publicly charged 
shat the real authors of the assassination were 
to be found in the very highest circles of all at 
Sofia, and that the insignificant, half-wittea in- 
dividual arrested for the crime was wholly ‘inno- 
cent thereof, all the revelations which he might 
have made, if any, having been silenced by his 
unexplained “suicide.” pin. 

Ferdinand hated King George of Greece, who 
had taken his measure, and in whom he saw an 
obstacle to all his ambitions. Moreover, he could 
not forgive King George for capturing the great 
Macedonian seaport of Saloniki from the Turks 
before his own Bulgarian troops had time to 
arrive. ‘ P 

Some day or other, when the real history of 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria comes to be written, peo- 
ple on this side of the Atlantic will stand amazed 
at the number of murders laid at his door, some 


"| of them of a political character, others connected 


with the scandals of his court, notably the tragio 
death of a young Hungarian actress at Sofia. It 
is not without reason that he has been repeatedly 
déscribed not only in the English and French 
press but also in the German and Austrian news-

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The only excuse which can be put forward in 
his behalf in the matter is that if he held human 
life cheap, his own has

The plots 
to assassinate him and 
to kidnap. his children 
have been innumerable, 
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his escape until now has been little short of a 
miracle.

H® people are interested in the hu- 
map machine, It is the only ma- 
chine that is owned and operated 
by every single human being on top 
of dirt. A few people run engines. 
Many people run automobiles. Most peo- 
ple run watches. But everybody stokes 
and oils a human machine. It is the one 
machine of universal interest. That be- 
ing #0, every library hase a section de- 
voted to this human machine. In the 
large libraries there are scores of shelves 
contairiing thousands of books. The 
smaller libraries have their proportion. 
There are books telling how to tinker 
this machine when it goes wrong. And 
books telling how it is built and how it 
runs. There are books telling how each 
part of the machine, each wheel, pulley, 
lever, band, cylinder, is to be cared for 


| that it may work at the highest efficiency 


for the longest time. ‘ 
‘Unfortunately, the last statement is not 
true. Libraries have very few books on 
health, using the term in its broadest 
sense. The reason is that diagnosing sit- 
uations av carefully as possible, they have 
concluded that few books were needed 
because few people had an impelling in- 
terest in health. While they were inter- 
ested the interest was vague. Let us see 
if any evidence to the contrary is at hand.

An effort is being made to hold a health 
congress somewhere in the United States 
during 1916 if possible. As @ first step 
the American Pubifc Health association 
and the American Medical association 
have had the matter under considera- 
tion, and having approved of the general 
plan have appointed a committee com- 
posed of Mr. J. M. Gienn, Prof. 8. M- 
Gunn, and Dr. Fi R. Green to arrange 
further details of the plan 

This committee has j ssued a prog- 
ress report. From this report we learn 
that something like 3,000,000 people in the 
United States belong to organizations 
which have health as one of their impor- 
tant objects. That is about 8 per cent of 
the entire population. If 3 per cent of the 
popuiation are enough interested in 
health to belong to organizations doing 
some health work, several times 3 per 
cent of the population are enough inter- 
ested in the subject to read authoritative 
books dealing with the eubject. 

In view of the fact that health ramifies 
{im so many directions, I should say that 
any one who reads at all will be inter- 
ested in reading a paper, magazine, or 
book dealing with at least one angle of the 
health subject.

In the selection of the following lists 
it is understood that the medical books 
“sted are not supposed to supply ‘..¢ 
needs of medical men. Then why include 
books on the cure of diseaee? A fair num- 
ber of people, when told they have a cer- 
tain disease or that some member of the 
family has a given disease, are enough 
interested to go to a library and read up 
on the subject. In the list given are @ 
few books that are so technical in char- 
acter that they would not be understood 
by any except physicians. We think that 
a public library should contain at least 
one book on each division of medicine. 
For instance, surgery and practical ob- 
stetrics. When it comes to books less 
technical in character and more easily 
understood there should be a wider range 
for choice. .

N a little factory sear Toul the Freneh are busily 

out bundreds of thousands of hand grenades, those deadly 
little .bombs that ate popularly known as citrons— 
“lemons.” The factory was designed for the manufacture 
of tiles; great stacks of this product still encumber the 
sheds where men and women and girls—mostly girls— 
| are busy all day long in making “lemons.” The grenade, 
scarcely larger than a good sized duck’s egg or a large 
yellow lemon, is cast in a neighboring factory and stackel 
in bing containing ten thousand or so. Here it is filled 
with a substance called shedite, which looks like fine 
cornmeal; the detonator and cap are adjusted; a protector 
is put over the top to prevent premature explosion, and 
: it is packed by the fifties in neat. boxes with rope handles 
so that they may be easily carried into the forward trenches. The women 
workers ate fast and skillful, ramming in the charge of deadly explosive with 
little mallets, adjusting the fuse, and all the rest of the process—working with

The factory is in charge of a bespectacled young engineer—with the uni- 
form of a captain—who is an enthusiast on the hand grevade. His draftsmen 
had prepared for our inspection careful blue prints of the construction of the 
approved type of grevade, which he forgot to give us when we departed, as 
he had promised! He explained to us the simplicity of the deadly thing, which 
bursts four and a half seconds after the concussion cap has been struck by 
the soldier and should shatter iteelf into two hundred and fifty small pieces.

EFORE 1912 the Balkan war, the European eastern problem, in con- 
nection with Asia, Egypt, and India, was a sort of monopoly by the 
great powers. Christian nations have been suffering for centuries 
under*the Turkish yoke. They appealed to Christian Burope, but 


great powers of Europe, under the mask of the “ status quo” in the Balkans, 
left Turkey, in disgrace of humanity, to continue her policy of tyranny over 
Christian peoples, and at the same time tried to solve the Balkan problem 
for their own interests without a world peace eruption. 

The first Balkan war, and its success against Turkey, gave a different 
direction to the Balkan problem. From the Berlin qpnvention up to 1912 
the Balkan nations led and were governed under the corrupt system of 
}the Turkish government. By the Balkan war that system was purged of 
its corruption, but the rootsef the disease remained, and the Balkan nations 
were not able to agree on a division of their interests; and a miscalculation 
of their success over Turkey opened a way for quarrel and contention, which 
was taken advantage of by Austria to rupture the Balkan alliance. 

With the fall of the Turkish powers in the Balkans the ambitions of the 
great powers became more and more expressed. The Balkan alliance para- 
lyzed the plans of the great powers. but at the same time the dream of 
solving the national problem still remained. The decision of the London 
conference on the Balkan situation changed the character and meaning of 
the Balkan alliance, to the disadvantage of the members of that alliance. 
The Macedonian question, which caused the break of the alliance and the 
shameful war among its members, was and is the casus belli of the Balkan 
nations. . 

The problem of Macedonia can be understood only in connection with 
the far eastern problem. The Arabian question, with the anti-government 
disturbances and the unsolved Armenian question (which was the Turkish 
pian for making Armenia a defending wall against the Russians from the 
north of Asia Minor) was the same problem as that of the Balkan nations 
by some of the European powers, because on that question depends the 
whole problem and interests of the European powers in the east. 

Before the Crimean war Nicholas I. of Russia said to Sir Seymour: “I 
do not wish that Russia occupy Constantinople forever, but neither do I wish 
that England, France, or any other power should occupy it.” About Bgypt 
the emperor said: “I realize very well the importance of Egypt to England. 
All that I can say is that when the time comes for the Turkish empire to be 
divided I will have no objection to England’s occupying Egypt.” To this 
Sir Seymour answered: “ What England wishes in Egypt is free and speedy 
transportation between the metropolis and India.”

HE great struggle for Constantinople and the Dardanelles in connec- 

tion with Egypt and India is today more than ever before the issue 

at stake, and whoever gets Constantinople will win the war and 

supremacy in the east.

N the diplomatic complication of 1911 between England and Germany in 
regard to the Bagdad railway the Turkish suzerainty in Asia Minor 
played the role of a government without power. When Russia, after the 

Portsmouth agreement, refrained from interfering with the German plan 

to connect the Bagdad railroad with the Persian gulf, Germany endeavored 
to exploit the opportunity, in regard to which England defended her right 
and opposed the German plan. ‘ 

The German propaganda in middle Asia was looked upon by England as 
the work of a dangerous rival. The French writer, Rene Pinon, said: “The 
German plan in Asia cannot be colonization, but the acquisition of commer- 
cial territory. These waste parts, one time so productive and populous and 
now so waste and unproductive, could become only German economic terri- 
tory.” This plan of German economic territory is associated with the Bagdad 
railway project and is of the greatest importance, It runs from Hajdar- 
Pasha and Constantinople, on the Asiatic seaboard, goes over the Anatolians, 
near Adana, and through Bagdad to the Persian gulf, covering all of western 
Asia. This is the artery which would connect Constantinople with the 
Persian gulf, Arabia, Egypt, and India. 

This broad German project was started to secure control of the indus- 
tries of Turkey, and behind all this industrial expansion is the “ Deutsche 
bank” and its branch, the Oriental bank, and behind these banks the Ger- 
man government and her diplomacy. In this newly acquired territofy would 
have to be settled the surplus of Germany’s population. That would be a 
German colony for German settlement and exploitation. With this territory 
developed as a Germany colony, Germany hoped, in the event of Turkey 
being divided, that she would have a large part of Turkish territory and 
become a near and dangerous neighbor of England in India. . 


NE of the strongest German propagandists in eastern Europe is Aus- 
; tria. The great plan of German imperialism, which Austria was to 

realize in the Balkan peninsula, by the use of power, has fallen on 

Serbia and the Serbian people. Serbia is the gate of the Balkan 

peninsula and she must be crushed for the sake of German expansion 
in the east. Nobody besides Austrian politicians, since 1870, knew the 
importance of small Serbia for the Slavic idea and Slavic people in Austria. 
Allowing such an intensely patriotic nation as Serbia to develop her own 
national ideas is dangerous to Pan-Germanistic plans and the existence of 
the dual government. If England had accepted in 1877 the Austrian offer 
to take part in the Russo-Turkish war the fate of Serbia would have been 
the same as that of Bosnia and Herzegovina, which, though purely Slavonic 
states, were occupied by Austria in 1878. . ‘ 

Although encouraged by Germany, Austria could not, without war with 
Russia, have made an open attack upon Serbian independency, and yet it 
did everything possible in the way of diplomatic intrigue and trickery to 
make it impossible for Serbia to be independent. The Berlin convention 
sanctioned her plans in regard to Serbia. Before the Serbian delegates 
arrived in Berlin the Hungarian minister, Count Andrasy, said that the 
fate of Serbia was in Austro-Hungarian hands. ° 

After Bosnia and Herzegovina and Novo Pazarsky Sandjak were given 
over to Austrian mercy, Austria hoped that Serbia would gradually be 
absorbed. Serbia, with her exclusively agricultural development, was forced 
into Austrian markets to exchange her raw products for Austrian manu- 
factured goods. It was but necessary to isolate Serbia from other markets 
and connection with other governments, and Serbia would in time become, 
first economically and then politically, conquered by her stronger neighbor, 
Austria. For that reason Serbia was, by the Berlin convention, in some 
unexplained way, surrounded by Austro-Hungary—on the north by Hun- 
gary, on the west by Austria, and on the southwest by Turkey. 

The Austro-Hungarian privileges in the newly occupied provinces, which 
the twenty-fifth paragraph of the Berlin convention provided for, disclosed 
the Austrian political plan to imperil Serbia's existence and her national 
dream of uniting all Serbians. The smal! strip of land between Serbia and 
Montenegro was occupied by Austria to prevent connection between these 
two small independent Serbian governments. In the twenty-ninth para- 
graph of the Berlin convention Austria secured more powerful privileges 
on the Montenegrin shore than in Novo Pazarsky Sandjak. From the west, 
toward Bosnia, Austria closed at once Serbia's exit, and Serbia lost the 
old road toward the sea over the Focha to Raguza. This view has been 
expressed by one of the most competent observers, Prof. Dr. Cviich of the 
Serbian university. 

The international economic importance of the navigation of the Danube 
as an open route has been acknowledged by the great powers of Europe, 
but with all the rights given by the signatory powers of the Berlin conven- 
tion the Austrian anti-Serbian policy was sanctioned in that convention. 
‘(This one open road to the sea for Serbia Austria attempted to close, and 
whn she could not, imposed such heavy taxes, through the so-called Djerdop 
near Roumania’s border, that on account of the expenses incurred in opening 
that route, it was impossible to pass Serbian transports. 

The only route to the sea for Serbia was Saloniki. Austria tried to 
éontrol the Serbian railroads in connection with the port of Saloniki. Count 
Andrasy, after the Berlin agreement, demanded that Serbia give the con- 
tract for building the Serbian railroad to an Austrian concern. When Aus- 
tria did not succeed, they watched for another opportunity to realize this 
plan. In 1908, when Serbia was under Austrian protection and when she 
could not close one very small] loan, the Austrian government offered to 
Berbia to make the loan, with the Serbian railroad as a guarantee. 

* 
HILE encroaching upon Serbian territory and rights, Austria was 
planning for the Balkan peninsula to become an Austrian colony. 
The conditions in Turkey encouraged Austria, and old Serbia and 
Macedonia, with Saloniki, were included in that colonization plan. 
The Austrian intrigues against the Balkan nations were paralyzing 
heir industrial developments. Austrian economists found that the Adriatic 
seashore was not large enough for the development of Austrian industries. 
Saloniki was their goal, which was near being realized before the Balkan 
war.

Several times while I was along the front I saw companies of soldiers 
practicing this new-old art. A line of men like a football squad advance to 
a given position, each one with a little cast iron lemon im his right hand. At 


the stem end of the lemon against a rock or piece of iron in his left: hand, 
which sets off the cap. Then he has four and a half seconds in which to 
place his grenade before it explodes. 

There are two kinds of practice with the grenades—the “French clean- 
ing” and the “barricade fire.” In the first the bomb throwers, supplied with 
grenades by assistants who can take their place in case they fall, hurl the 
grenades out of a trench into the enemy's position, following the devious 


company that I saw practicing this in trenches behind the first line set up & 
perpetual zigzagging fire along a line of several hundred feet. One could see 
how’ perfectly such a series of explosions would “clean up” a trench of. 
enemies. In the other method the bomb throwers meet the advancing line 
of troops by discharging simultaneously their grenades along a straight line 
in front of their trench. 
It is like baseball practice, and the French soldier is not naturally « 
baseball expert. Moreover, he is hampered in the free action of his body in 
throwing by the long tailed coat which he wears summer and winter.

He had taken an an- 
exploded shell, dropped a little powder ia it, perhaps some nails or a stone, bored 
a touch hole at the base, and set it off. - Then the artillery officer took notice of 
his toy and rummaged about in the arsenals until he found the old bronze howit- 
gers and mortars that had been hidden there for half a century. I saw one such 
mortar with a handsome engraving on it of the arms of Louis Philippe. 
Almost exact reproductions of these chubby old mortars now are made in 
steel, and special explosive shells are made to fit them. In the factory they put 
up little packets of powder in silk bags that can easily be dropped into the mouth 
of the mortar. 
trench mortar complete. The missile will go a few feet in a large arc and then 
will settle into a trench and work considerable destruction on the trench as well 
as on any of the enemy that may happen to be within reach. These mortars are 
all cheap and easy to make, and cost little to fire. The shells are of cast iron, 
comparatively cheap, filled with shedite, whatever that may be, probably a form 
of dynamite. They are especially useful for destroying trench walls and shelters. 
They require no expert management; any boy could aim a trench mortar and feed 
it. Such are the “cannon” the Germans so pompously announce the capture of ! 
* 
N the courtyard in front of the town hall at Toul there are two small piles of 
round stones—at least that is what they seem at the casual glance. They are 
the first form of cannon ball—granite cannon balls. After seeing trench 
mortars, hand grenades, short swords, also the new steel helmets that the 
French soldiers are beginning to use, I should not be surprised to hear that they 
had returned to stone cannon balls, at least for trench mortars. Why not? They 
are certainly easier and cheaper to make than steel shells, and at the pace of this 
war the time must come soon when men will be forced to economize in ammunition 
and resort to the more primitive devices of their ancestors. 

I wonder that they do not also try the ancient trick of rushing a scaling car 
against the trenches, and also use the huge battering ram with which the old city 
walls were knocked down. If to this they could add some sort of motor reaper 
that would cut the barbed wire and could be operated up and down the fields be- 


be spared, and war would return altogether to its early state of close personal 
encounters. That state would seem preferable to the machine gun slaughter that 
bas made such fearful havoc in the battles of this war. Wherever there is play 
of individual initiative, either for attack or for defense, warfare is raised above 
mere slaughter.

Goaches Hold Single Point 
- Often Robs Eleven of 
Deserved Tie.

Because of the many games which have 
been won and lost by the margin of one 
point, a number of coaches will petition 
the rules committee to abolish the goal 
kick after a touchdown. Many persons 
believe this is’a move in the right direc- 
tion, as the opposing team has little 
chance to block the kick, especially when 
it is made from a point fifteen yards out 
in the fleld. 

There has been considerable agitation 
over the point in former years, but it is 
‘understood a concerted effort will be 
made this year to have the committee 


ing eleven more of a chance to frustrate 
the attempt. 

Notre Dame was defeated by Nebraska 
this year in a stubbornly fought contest, 


“120 to 19, failure to kick the last goal rob- 


bing the Hoosier eleven of the chance to 
tie the count. Both teams struggled with 


Jall the energy in their make-ups, and a.

Coaches maintain that it is enlle to 


place a man fifteen yards out in the fleld’ 


and allow him to kick. The mentors as- 
sert the blocking team should not be put 
further away than ten. yards from the 
ball, the same as when a fair catch is 
made in the field of pliy. If this were 
adore more attempts to kick goals would 
be either blocked or the kicker worried 
enough to make his attempts less ac- 
curate. ‘fT , 

Field Goals Were Difficult. 
It seems unfair for a team to win a 
game by the margin of one point. Games 
have been won through field goal kicking, 
but in such cases the defending eleven 
had more chances to’block the ball than a’ 
team now hag te block an attempt to kick 


In order to equalize offense and de- 
fensée, the committee in recent years re- 
duced the value of field goals from 5 to3 
peints. This was done to have a touch- 
dewn and its following goal kick offset 
two field: goals. As field goal’ kicking 
hes always been a feature, the committee 
did not care to abolish it but wanted'to 
discourage the practice in favor of touch- 
downs. 

Games have been won this year by the 
alt line route, but not nearly so often 
as when the value of such attempts was 
5 points. At that time the coaches spe- 
calized. They developed men who were 
proficient in kicking and then sent them 
into the game for the sole purpose of 
making an attempt to score a field goal. 
After this player had made his attempt 
he was taken out and another player who 
was more proficient in all branches os 
play sent into the contest. 

The: majority of such goals made this 

year have been the results of drop kicks: 
The coaches think drop kicks can be sent 
away faster than place kicks. As it is 
necessary to. have three players for the 
successful execution of the place kick; the 
kicking team is weakened in its blocking 
by the player who holds the ball. 


Present Rules as Popular. 

With the exception of the goai after a 
touchdown, the rules are meeting with 
universal satisfaction from the stand- 
point of player and spectator. That the 
code is well understood generally is 
shown by the increased attendance at 
most of the contests. There have been 
misunderstandings in high and prepara- 
tory school ranks but not in college or 
university, games. 
The coaches aré laying more stress on 


‘the point of holding a rule quiz every 


day or so for the first three weeks of the 
season. If the players have a thorough 
understanding of the code, the wrangling 
on the field is done away with and the 
games can be run off faster and to the 
satisfaction of the spectators. 

When the rules were so radically 
changed in the winter of 1905-'06 one 
of the main objecta of the comntittee was 
to frame a code which would give the 
smaller college. teams more of an even 
chance to either win from the larger uni- 
versity teams or hold t on more ever 
terms. In the old days the smaller eleven 
was beaten before the game was played, 
and its chief-dini was to score on its op- 
ponent. 

“Small” Teams Forge to Front. 

Since the alteration of the code severaj 
big teams have gone down in defeat at 
the hands of the so-called smaller eley- 
ens. Washington and Jefferson, a team 
which under the old game never figured 
prominently in eastern football, attracted

For the first time since women were 
ranked as tennis players a foreigner will 
be named as the first woman tennis player 
in the United States. Miss Molla Bijyr. 
stedt, the sensational Norwegian, holder 
of the national indoor and outdoor titles 
and winner of half a dozen state and sec 
tional championships, will hold first place, 

The first record of a woman's American 
national championship was in 1887, when 
Miss A. F. Hansell won the title. Pour 
years later Miss Mabel E. Cahill of Ire. 
land carried off the honors, and repeated 
in 1892, 

For twenty-two years American players 
were able successfully to oppose the ef. 
forts of foreign contestants, and it was 
not until last February, at the Seventh 
Regiment armory, that the new European 
star won her first big tournament In this 
country. Since that time she has hadan 
almost unbroken run of successes. | 


Beaten Only Once. 

Except for a brief season preceding the 
national tournament for women, Miss 
Bjurstedt played continually from last 
April up to the early part of last month, 
and during thet time she sustained only 
one defeat, when she plainly overtaxed 
her strength. 
Mrs. Marshal] McLean, who, as Miss 
Helen Homans, won the national cham- 
plonship in 1906, was the only woman te 
score a victory over the Norwegian girl, 
accomplishing the feat in the final round 
of the Thousand Islands tournament. 
Upon that oecasion the courts were heavy 
from frequent rains, robbing the. for- 
eigner of one of her greatest playing as- 


sets—epeed. 

_ Before losing to Mrs. McLean, Miss 
Bjurstedt had vanquished her opponents 
in three previous tournaments. Mrs.

Ability. Natural ability, comes next. So 
many write asking if a course in pbotoplay 
acting is necessary. They want to know if 
one must have had experience on the “ legiti- 
mate” stage in order to become a screen art- 
ist. Neither is necessary, but——— ' 

You must be a good mimic. You must be 
able and willing to do as you are told. You 
must have some idea of how people in differ- 
ent walks of life would do under various cir- 
cumstances. You must be adaptable, facile— 
easily molded to action. The fact that you 
recite with perfect ease and composure time 
worn and honored epics and sing with gusto 
and feeling all of Mr. Irving Berlin’s latest 
madnesses is no sure sign, rabbit’s foot at- 
tached, that you're going to be a drawing card 
that exhibitors will fight for the privilege of 
billing. Get that little idea right out of your 
head. 

Then, as regards this question of munificent 
salaries—whodja think yuh are? A Mary 
Pickford, or a Billie Burke, or a Geraldine 
Farrar, or a Henry B. Walthall? If you are 
there’s a hope for you that some day—some 
day, mind you—in the future, you may make 
considerable money. But if you’re not—well, 
just don’t believe all the wild stories you 
hear, that’s all I want to say.

and happy that you've a good, steady job sten- 


ographing, or secretarying, or lawyering, or 
driving a delivery wagon.

Its presence th the blood is essen- 
tial both to carry foods to the tissues and 
to convey the waste matteraway from the 
tissues. The internal uge of water is ab- 
solutely necessary to keep clean and free 
from impurities the mucous membrane 
Mning the thirty feet of digestive canal 
and the tubules of the kidneys. The in- 
ternal use of water is more necessary than 
the external use to keep the skin ine 
healthy condition. 

It improves the quality of the blood by 
eliminating waste products. The activity 
of the kidheys is increased. And these are 
two vital forces in the making of a beau- 
tiful woman. 


water a day to keep your body properly 
flushed. Not less than one-half pint and 
not more than one and one-half pints 
should be taken at onetime, If a greater 
quantity is taken the stomach is liable to 
overdistention and leas than one-half pint 
has little cleansing value. ; 
The water should be taken at least one- 
half hour before meals to insure its re- 
moval from the stomach. Cold water is 
more quickly absorbed than warm. 
Whether you should @rink hot water or 
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cold water, and when there is a feeling of 

chilliness it is well to avoid cold water. 

So much for the internal use of water. 
Now for the external. A daily bath of 


some kind is absolutely essential tohealth — 


and beauty. Whether you should takea 
cold plunge or not every day depends upon 
your constitution. If you are in good 
health a cold plunge is the most wonder- 
fully exhilarating tonic you can teke It 
improves the circulation of the blood, 
stimulates the nerve centers, creates an 
appetite, and keeps the skin firm. 

It is true, however, that the cold bath 
hae not an equal joy and benefit for every 
woman. If your system is run down, jour 
heart weak, or if you are suffering from 
chronic congestion or inflammation. the 
cold plunge is likely to tax your strength 
beyond hope of compensating reaction. 
You are not in physical condition to take 
a cold plunge if after taking one you feel 
chilly and languid and if your finger tips 
and lips become blue. For you a tepid 
bath is more beneficiel. 

One can gradualy accustom herself to 
cold baths, however, by sponging off in 
cool water, gradually increasing the tem- 
perature of the water until you are able to 
take a plunge and immediately react. Be- 
fore taking your cold plunge, wet the 
chest and face. The dip shouldvary from 
two to four seconds to one or two minutes. 


Yow should drink at least three pints of “Rub vigorously while in the tub if you 


remain the full minute or two. Follow 
with a vigorous rubbing with a Turkish 
towel. Then take moderately active ex- 
ercise for not less than five minutes. 
Nothing, however, is to be gained from 
cold baths if they leave you with a pallor 
of the skin, chilliness, etc. 

For the purpose of cleanliness the warm 
bath is necessary. A scrub with a flesh 
brush should be indulged in. This should 

‘Pe followed by a shower, or, having no 
shower, you should dash cold water over 
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cold is regulated by the effect desired. 
If you are troubled with dyspepsia or 
any catarrhal inflammation of the stom- 
ach or the intestines, drink one-half pint 
of water just as hot as it can be sipped 
with a spoon before each meal. 

All water for drinking purposes should 
be filtered. The best method is to have 
a filter attached to the pipes of the house 
supply, ¢o as to insure filtered water run- 
ning from all the spigots. If the water is 
not filtered it should be boiled for thirty 
minutes and when cool bottled and placed 
in the refrigerator beside the ice. Don’t 
undo the good work of boiling it by adding 
ice to the drinking water. For ice water 
retards and interferes with the digestive 
processes. | 

For constipation and biliousness two 
glasses of cold water should be taken be- 
fore each meal. Water should not be 
drunk during the meal. One glass may 
be taken at its completion, however. 

Few women realize the value of water 
drinking in overcoming obesity. If you 
exercise, take hot and cold baths, and re- 
sort to other measures of flesh reducing, it 
is essential to drink water so as to dissolve 
and carry off the broken down material 
which results from the Increased tissue 
destruction. 

When in a state of fatigue never drink 
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your body with the towel. This closes up 
the pores of the skin. 

The hot bath is best taken immediately 
before retiring, and should not be repeat- 
ed oftener than twice a week. Retiring to 
bed at once, the bed acts as the cooling 
chamber of the Turkish bath. The hot 
bath is most restful, and, except in rare 
cases, tends to the production of refresh- 
ing e#leep. :

The matter of birds and cages is car- 
ried by extremists to the point of absurd- 
ity. and parrot perches, with food and 
drink cups at either side, are topped off 
with “artificial parrots.’””

Sun parlors are now so firmly estab- 
lished that they have become recognized 
rooms in city flats, and decorators have 
begun to classify the types of furnishings 
for them. 

This season four or five different assort- 
ments of furnishings are offered. In ex- 
pensive homes rich furnishings are now 
deemed permissible. This fact could not 
have been accepted a year ago-— 4nd 
should hardly be a ale now without 
protest. 

The first question to be sntienden fairly 
by the conscientious decorator should be 
in this room as in all others, ** What is the 
character of the room?” and when the 
reply is, “It must as nearly as possible 
have the character of out of doors,"’ gar- 
denlike furniture immediately presents 
itse:f as the most suitable type, and, how- 
ever simple, seems preferable to the elab- 
orate, costly carved walnut sets that 
dealers are offering with the ingratiating 
suggestion that “ this ia the latest thing 
for sun parlors,” - 

Fresh, sweet cleanliness is the first 
requisite in the sun parlor. Two com- 
plete sets of slip covers and curtains are 
more to be envied than priceless wood 
carving. White or light enameled pieces, 
decked with gay little posies copjed from 
some detail in the chintz cushions, are 
pretty beyond words and dainty and fem- 
inine, and just the thing for the room that 
howadays is almost universally used as 
the breakfast room, 

A clever scheme that allows of a light- 
ning change transformation in the whole 
appearance of the sunroom is that of 
having two sete of roller shades. One set 
da made of lace net, or drawn work linen, 
er other similar transparent material. 
and these ere let down for breakfast time 
use. The other set is made of heavily 
patterned, highly colored glazed chintz— 
it may be in black and gray stripes, or 
have brilliant bunches of flowers in white 
ovals on a black ground, or be in biack 
and white and red impressionist pattern. 
These are drawn down at night, and, not 
being transparent, make for privacy. 
They seem to wall in the entire room. 

How to fit the roller shades is another 
problem. Cut the transparent ones nar- 
row width, the size of the smal! window 
that opens in, but leave the heavy roller 
curtains full width and set the fixtures 
and rollers clear above the windows, 
making one curtain roller extend over 
two or three windows. Fulled curtains 
on poles are sometimes used clear around 
the sun parlor. They ere made to draw 
back and to hang in the corners of the 
room during the day.

With milk and nothing more, boiled 
hominy is good hot or cold for a Sunday 
night supper, the whole supper. A little 
of it may be used in the same way asa 
dessert for a simple meal, and never with 
sugar. It is better never to use sugar 
with any cereal, and last year a writer on 
southern cookery said in reference to that 
variety of hominy called grits—that is, 
finer hominy than the big, which latter 
is called sometimes pearl hominy—“a 
southerner loses his appetite, if he sees a 
Yankee eat cream or sugar on his rice or 
grits, for the proper mode below the Ohio 
river is to eat both with salt and butter.” 

It is partly because cereals are not so 
cooked as to bring out their own sweet- 
ness (they are many times a sugar, 
polysaccharides, which must be reduced 
to single sugars before digested) that 
sugar is used on them. As to big boiled

Radtewing W ithout Ice. 

” Let me tell you how we made our re- 
frigerators in the desert, where we had 
no ice. They would beall right anywhere 
that they could be in the shade, with the 
wind blowing over them. Make a cup- 
board frame with short legs under it. 
The legs are meant to set in cans of 
water if one is tro: .led with ante. The 
tops should be strong énough to hold a 
five gallon oil can, but the edges must 
slope from the can. Cover the frame with 
two thicknesses of burlap, punch holes in 
the sides of the can next to the bottom, 
keep the can filled with water, and regu- 
late the flow of this by tiny sticks placed 
in the holes in the can.

UTSIDE of Washington Uttle is 
known of the customs ané cere- 
monial laws that control the so- 
cial life of the high officials of the 
national government. Eyvery new- 
gomer ané visitor there has to be carefully 
fetructed in the proper manner of af- 
gressing government oMocers and foreign 
pepresentatives and tn the delicate details 
of precedence. 

Democratic though we be ap a people, 
we are just as punctilious as they ere in 
the most strictly regulated royal courts 
ef Europe, and we exalt our democretic 
tities with as much pride and precision as 
shown in lands where kings, princes, 
Qukem, and their Uk cuzsile the populace. 
as the French during the carly days of 
their revolution made “ citoyen “ the un!- 
versal title, so we marke Mr. the proper 
prefix to official designations. 

It is the invariable rule to say, in speak- 
ing to the highest American official, ‘‘ Mr, 
President." Members of the cabinet and 
o@f the Supreme court you addreas in con- 
yersation In the same way, as, for in- 
gance, “ Mr. Secretary” (for the secre- 
taries of war, the navy, the treasury, etc.), 
“ or“ Mr. At- 
torney General,” or “Mr. Justice,” or 
“Mr. Chief Justice.” Also ambassadors 
are addressed as “ Mr. Ambassador.” On 
the other hand, senators are simply ad- 
dressed as Senator So-and-Go, though 
gome not thoroughly initiated say, Mr. 
Senator. Congressmen ere not distin- 
guished in any way from any other Amer- 
ican citizen by those talking to them. 
They are plain Mr. Jones or Smith, 
though they are often introduced ag Con- 
gremsman Jones or Smith. 

If an ambassador from a foreign nation 
has @ nobiliary title it is only used by 
those who are Intimate with him. To oth- 
ors he ig always ‘“‘ Mr. Ambazsador.”

administration to another. The authority 
on this is the state department, to whom 
ali Washington hosts or hostesses turn 
for instruction.

This put the 
hostess in a quandary, which she solved 
by having Lord Pauncefote escort her out 
to dinner, while her husband took out 
Lady Pauncefote and her son escorted 
Mr. Hay, in whose honor the dinner was 
given. The incident created much talk 
ia Washington, where everything of this 


= ature is of supreme importance. 


The regular order of precedence is as 
follows: After the president and vice 
president come the chief justice and jus- 
tees of the Supreme court. Then, curi- 
Ously enough, the speaker of the house of 
representatives takes precedence of the 
Members of the cabinet. After the cab- 
inet come the army and navy officials, and 
then senators and congressmen. 

If there are ambassadors present there 
ls always a moot question as to whether 
they follow immediately after the presi- 
dem and vice president. The foreign 
Tepresentatives claim that they do, as 
fepresenting rulers of other lands. The 
Bupreme court justices dispute this, as 
they claim to be the ultimate law making 
power in this country. The point has 
Mever been definitely settied. 

Among the ambassadors the one who 
has been longest in Washington ranks a!! 
the others and, of course, an ambassador 
is more eminent than a minister. 

It is easily understood that such a be- 
wildering fabric of official rights of prece- 
dence makes the task of the Washington 
hostess who entertains any foreign or na- 
tional official a complicated affair.

The ceremony that doth hedge @ pres!- 
dent of this great republic must be almost 
as much of a nu'sance as the divinity that 
doth hedge a king. The president of these 
United States cannot officially eccept in- 
vitations from any except the members 
of Gis cabinet. Asa matter of fact each 
pregident has his small coterie of inti+ 
mats friends with whom he dines or 
lunches informally. He never goes to the 
houses of the representatives of foreign 
governments. He has to preserve an ¢n> 
tirely aloof, impartial air in all his rela~- 
tions with ambassadors, ministers, and 
their attachés. He has little or no priv- 
acy of action. Whenever he goes out 
hip footsteps are dogged by vigilant se- 
cret service men. 
The present régime has not maintained 
the hospitable traditions of the two pre- 
ceding occupants of the White House. 
For the first time in our national history 
the annual New Year’s day reception at 
ths White House was abandoned after 
President Wilson became chief executive.

N. Y. Board’s “Chronicles,” 
seiiag How to Keep Well 
' Teem with Humor, 


F OKES POINT MORALS. 


NEW YORK.—(Special.J—Ever read 
that apringtly organ, the Kip's Bay 
Chronicle, one of the great chain of 
Chronicle newspapers? The editor of it 
took up journalism, not for his health, as 


some men do, but for your health and 


mine—for everybody's very good health— 


and here is looking at you. 


The Chronicles are the subsidized press 
of the department of health. They team 
with verse, for the bacillus poetica is viru- 


lent in every issue, and sometimes there 


are really funny jokes and pictures that 
force « amile to the lips of even a man 
who has to figure out how many de- 
eeendants of a ema! family of flies would 


arrive in the course of a decade if they 
had their own way. Here is one of the 
sallies of wit: 


“His Wife—The paper says that it is 
injurious to sleep with one’s mouth closed. 

*“ Her Husband—I don't know, my dear, 
but you might practice ita little while you 
are awake.” 


Eleven Papers in Chain. 
The great health department press bat- 
tery consists of eleven Chronicles alone, 


each published in a special neighborhood. 


The citizene of a region to which a Chron- 
fele is dedicated have to scurry around 
and get the news and the department 
furnishes the other pages. 

It may be @aid that the healthful tone 
of the publications is kept up partly by 
the artists. The illustrations in black and 


white hold the attention of the reader in 


thrall, while the most picturesque lan- 


guage is being poured out to entertain him 
and keep him in the ways of health and 


peace. 
In the good old days of the bulletins of 


the department it would be set forth that | 


“Alcohol is a dangerous distillation and 
snould be avoided by those whose systems 
will not tolerate it,” or words to that 


effect, 

Now the Chronicles take up this temper- 
ance question by showing a person in a 
high silk hat such as most villains wear 
and adorned with a villainous mustache 
who is sitting at a saloon table pouring 
the poisonous distiMment of a temptation 


to booze into the ears of a companion.

The Columbus Hill Chronicle, for in- 
etance, tells that the Vanderbilt clinic has 
free medical and surgical! treatment in all 
branches, that it will give free treatment 
at home to patients who cannot go to it. 
It also maintains a social service depart: 
ment which sees patients 40 not lose their 
positions when if and gets jobs for them 
when they are discharged from hospitals 
if they are not Guly provided for by em- 
ployere. 


Offered to Poor. 

The Chronicles, like all other great 
newspapers, were started because there 
was a long felt want Many citizens 
were writing to the department making 
inquiries about health and sanitary con- 
ditions. At Gret the department had 
leafiets prepared in long words of solema 
sound, written largely in the style of re- 
ports to the county medical society. 
Colds were influenza and whooping cough 
was pertussis. 

Dr. 8. 8. Goldwater, heaé of the health 
department, had had the advantage of 
newspaper training in his younger days, 
and he placed Dr. Charles F. Bolduan ia 
charge of the bureau of public health 
education. The physician started the 
Chronicles and made himeelf the editor - 
of all of them. 

They have been a sticcese from the first, 
and the circulation has been steadily in- 
creasing. They are distributed free by 
the various neighborhood associations, 
who send them out with their visitors or 
nurses or by the Boy Scouts, 

The bureau of health education issues 
many other publications, such as the 
Otisville Ray, published by the patients 
of the municipal eanitarium, conducted 
by the department for the tuberculous.

sistant Attorney General E. Marvin Un- 
derwood has filed a brief for the govern- 
ment in the United States District court 
at Jonesboro, Ark., in which he set forth 
why Harvey C. Shauver should pay a fine 
or go to jail, or both, for killing three 
coots, Shauver is being prosecuted under 
the migratory bird law enacted by con- 
gress at the instance of the department of 
agriculture. The law gives the depert- 
ment full charge and it issued rules and 
regulations covering the legal period for 
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Wrens, and these regulations have the 
force of law. 


Allege Law Unconstitutional. 

Shauver, it was alleged, “ did shoot, kill. 
or capture three coots ‘’—which incident- 
ally are of the “ genusraliidae.”’ Thelaw 
provides a fine of $100 or ninety days in 
jail, or both. Shauver had made no de- 
fense of the bird killing charge, but his 
attorneys came into court with a demurrer 
which attacked the constitutionality of 
theiaw. They averredthet & violated the 
constitutional rights and privileges of 
their client, and they asked the court to 
grant a hearing on it. 

At this point Mr. Underwood, for the 
birds and the government, entered the 
case with his brief. Mr. Underwood com- 
pressed Ernest Thompson Seton’s bird 
lore into a twenty page brief and sent it 
to the clerk of the Jonesboro court. 


Who Owns the Birds? 

It appears that there has never been, 
in the history of the courts, a necessity 
for deciding who owns the migratory 
birds—whether the whole people or the 
states they happen to be inhabiting at the 
time of the decision. Therefore the Jones- 
boro court will have something of a prob- 
lem before it. 

The government, in Mr. Underwood's 


brief, admits that the states have au- 
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killing all birds from wild swan to Jenny |

thority over the birds which reside per- 
manently in one locality, but he doubts

Moreover, he points 
out that unless the protective measures 
adopted by congress are enforced by the 
courts the woodcock and the wild duck 
will become extinct. They have e tend- 


| ency to concentrate in numbers at cer’- 


tain localities in the south, where they 
have been slaughtered in great numbers 
and shipped to northern markets in quan- 
tities “‘ limited mainly by the demands of 
the market or the endurance of the gun- 
ners. ee 

Most of the northern states where these 
birds live in the summer have no pro- 
tecting laws, and not only are the parent 
birds killed, but the law permits them to 
be shot during nestihg season, and natur- 
ally the young starve in their nests. Stors 
birds throughout the eastern United

WOMAN’S HAIR CONTROLS © 
AUTOMATIC FOG BELL. 


MILWAUKED, Wis.—[ Special. )— Mn 
waukee now boasts an automatte fog bel! 
in which a woman's hair is the controlling 
device. 

It wae first tried out in Milwaukee, an4 
has been placed in operation on the outer 
crib of the new intake tunnel. According 
to officials of the water department, it 
has proved a success. 

The instrument is so that it 
takes immediate account of moisture 
in the air. The human hair is most aus- 
cept’ble to moisture, stretching when 
wet and contracting when dry. Upon this 
principle the hair hygrometer, as it is 
called, was constructed. 

The dampening of the air permits a 
small piece of metal to fall, forming a 


“ contact,” thus completing an electrica) 


circuit and ringing an electric gong. This 
is controlied from a motor automatically 
operated by the rush of water into the 
crib, practically eliminating operating 
expense. 

When the fog rises and the moisture 
leaves the air the hair dries, the metal is 
lifted, the circuit broken, and the bel 
stops ringing. 

When the air is unusually damp, eves 
though there be no fog, the bell may ring, 
but when there is a fog the bell is certain 
to ring as long as the apparatus is in
